No Free Coinage * to 
Pass the House. 


Bland’s Attempt to Secure a Closure 
* Rule Falls. 


He Charges Speaker Crisp With Be- 
traying the Silver Men. 


Bitter Recrimination Between Democratic 
Leaders in the House—The Speak- 
er's Reply to Bland’s Acousa. 
sation of Bad Faith.

WasHinoton, March 28. —{By the As- 
sociated Press.] The silver men have 
understood that a special order bring- 
ing in a closure rule would be reported 
to the House tomorrow, and have tele- 
graphed to all their men to be in the 
House tomorrow. This morning 
Speaker Crisp informed them that no 
special order would be brought in unless 
a majority of the Democratic members 
of the House sign a petition asking for 
a closure rule. Speaker Crisp was 
asked by an Associated Press reporter 
this morning if the report were true 
that the order would not be brought in 
unless the majority of the Democrats 
signed a petition. 

That's my intention.“ 

Then the silver bill will never be 
brought to a vote?“ queried the re- 
porter. 

don't know that that follows,“ re- 
plied the Speaker. They had a two- 
thirds majority of the Democrats and 
may get a majority to sign the peti- 
tion.“ 

Messrs. Bland, Pierce and other sil- 
ver men were seen. Mr. Bland was 
very downcast over the news that he 
might not force to a vote the measure 
he has worked for so long. He admit- 
ted the report that the silver bill had 
met with a serious set-back and one 
which practically meant its death with- 
out a final vote was well founded. but 
he said that the matter was not abso- 
lutely settled. 

Mr. Pierce was a little more confi- 
dent, but he and Mr. Bland said they 
would have nothing to do with the cir- 
culating of any more petitions. One of 
the other silver men, -however, at- 
tempted to get signers toa petition of 
the nature suggested by the Speaker, 
but met with poor success, for twenty- 
five of the men who have heretofore 
voted for the silver bill refused to sign 
it. Among the number were Mr. Comp- 
ton of Maryland, who not only declined 
tosign the petition, but gave notice 


that if any closure resolution is brought 


in he will vote against it. 

The anti-silver men are exultant over 
the changes in the situation, hut the 
pronounced silver advocates are ex- 
ceedingly irritated and angry aud do 
not hesitate to indignantly protest 
against the treatment they have re- 
ceived. They were so much discour- 
aged at the declaration of the intention 
of the twenty-five silver men not to 
sign any petition that the effort to 
secure signatures to such a paper was 
abandoned and no actual petition is 
now in circulation. 

The silver question is an issue of the 
past as far as the House is concerned. 
The developments of today clearly indi- 
cate that the closure will not be invoked 
by the Committee on Rules to assist the 
free coinage people in forcing a final 
vote on the passage of the bill and with- 
out such decree all resources of parlia- 
mentary law will be powerless to resur- 
rectit. It was not until the House had 
met and passed to the consideration of 
uninteresting routine business today 
that Speaker Crisp finally announced 
that the Committee on Rules would not 
deem proper to report rules preventing 
filibustering and forcing a vote unless a 
majority of the Democratic members 
should sign a petition demanding. arbi- 
trary procedure. Mr. Bland was quite 
indignant and insisted upon the rule, 
but the Speaker was obdurate. Pierce 
and others at once began the circulation 
of a petition, but thus far it has not se- 
cured more than weary or fifty Demo- 
cratic signatures. 

BLAND ASSAILS THE SPEAKER. 

Mr. Bland this afternoon made a 
statement toan Associated Press re- 
porter. He said when the rule was first 
reported setting apart three days for 
consideration of the Silver Bill he in- 
sisted that the rule should be a continu- 
ing order. to be considered from day to 
day until disposed of, knowing that the 
three days could be filibustered out. 
Speaker Crisp replied that we ought to 
trust the Committee on Rules in that 
matter; that, if three days were filibus- 
tered out without disposing of the bill, 


the Committee on Rules would report a. 


rule preventing filibustering motions 
and compelling a vote. 

On sthe night of the last day's de- 
date, continued Mr. Bland, friends of 
the bill determined to continue in ses- 
sion to prevent the lapse ofthe legis- 
lative day. I, myselt, Pierce and others 
went to Speaker Crisp and asked 
whether he thought the filibustering 
roceeded long enough to satisfy 
the House and country that the Com- 
mittee on Rules would be warranted in 
reporting arule by which all filibuster- 
ing motions would be prevented and 
bring the House toa direct vote on the 
bill. He assured us he thought filibus- 
tering had gone on long enough to dem- 
onstrate the fact and the Committee on 
Rules would report a rule to bring the 
bill to a vote. On Friday I went to the 


Speaker’s room, and Mr. Crisp 
advised the introduction of a 
rule to be voted on toda 


(Monday) preventing all filibustering 
motions and compeliing a vote upon the 
bill. He sat down and wrote out the 
rule himself. I introduced it at his re- 
quest and had it referred to his commit- 
tee with the distinct understanding 
that the rule would be reported today. 

I never heard anything about his want- 
ing a petition of the majority of Demo- 
crats until this morning, when we ought 
to have been voting upon the order 


itself. A telegram in the New 
York Herald this morning, stating 
that the correspondent had in- 


formation from the highest author- 
‘itv that Speaker Crisp would exact 
the petition before acting upon the 
rule, was the first intimation I had of 
anything of that character. When we 
found the attitude of the oe 
‘changed it created confusion and con-

In justify- 
ng his position Mr. Crisp said that 
when the rules were being considered 
he, in caucus, pledged the one that 
no rule would be reported prohibiting 
filibustering or cutting off dilatory mo- 


tions, except at the request and 
desire of a majority of Demo- 
cratic members of Congress. The 


majority of Democrats requested thata 
time be fixed for consideration of the 
Free Coinage Bill, but making no refer- 
ence therein to any change of the rules. 
In response the committee permitted 
three days. The Speaker said that as 
well as he recollected Mr. Bland did 
want to incorporate a limitation of the 
right ot the House to filibuster or 
wanted a continuing order, but the com- 
mittee determined that until the neces- 
sity for such à rule was demonstrated 
they would not report it. The bill was 
taken up and debated for three days 
and finally saved trom: the table by the 
casting vote of the Speaker. Mr. 
Crisp said this tie vote was a 
great surprise to all parties, because 
when the original order was made it 
was generally understood that the ma-

demonstrated its possible passage.

The Scare Over Anarchists 
Continues, 


Landlords Refuse to Rent to Govern- 
ment Officials. 


Tourists Flying from the City in Dis- 
may—More Threats.

Paris, March 28.—|By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The excitement caused 
by the blowing up by dynamite of M. 
Bulot’s residence yesterday still con- 
tinues, Citizens threaten to take the 
law into their own hands and lynch the 
Anarchists if caught. The author of 
the explosion is said to be a man named 
Ravachol. Several of his accomplices 
have been arrested, but the police are 
unable to capture him. 

Notwithstanding this a reporter for 
the Gaulois claims to have interviewed 
Ravacholvesterday. Ravachol says the 
idea of the Anarchists is'to terrorize the 
judicial authorities so as to prevent the 
condemnation of their companions ar- 
rested for other explosions. Ravachol 
says the Anarchists have sufficient dy- 
namite to blow up the residences of 
every French official. 

In the Deputies today urgency was 
asked for the bill providing that dam- 
age done to private property by dyna- 
mite explosions be met by the state. 
Loubet declined to commit the govern- 
ment and the motion was rejected.

It is asserted 
that ex-Minister Constans kept the 
secret service funds, obtained during 
his term of office, out of his successor's 
possession.

INDIANS DANCING. 


The Pawnees Preparing to Go on 
the Warpath. | 


Two Hundred Backs in Warpaint—Many 
Others Constantly Jolulug Them 
—Prompt Arrestiof Two of 
the Leaders.

‘Gorman (Oklahoma,) March 28.—[By 
the Associated Press.| The Pawnee In- 
dians have worked themselves into a 
frenzy by the ghost dance during the 
past week, and now openly declare their 
intention of going on the warpath. 
Two hundred bucks have donned war- 
clothes and warpaint and are gaining in 
numbers daily. 

Fearing trouble Deputy Marshals 
Wearns and Tassman went tothe reser- 
vation to investigate a found an 
alarming condition of affairs. They 
secretly arrested White Black and Buf- 
falo Black, who claimed to be emis- 
saries of theIndian Messiah and who 
are agitating Indians’ rights. When 
the Indians heard of the arrests a dozen 
frenzied red men started in pursuit, 
but the marshais got safely away with 
their prisoners. They arrived here to- 
day andthe Indians were placed un- 
der $1000 bonds and sent to Wichita 
for safe-keeping. The marshals state 
that the Indians are terribly in earnest, 
and threaten vengeance’ against the 


whites for depriving them of their 


lands. 

Couriers have been sent by the Paw- 
nees to the lowas, Sacs and Foxes, Mis- 
souris and Kickapoos urging them to 
join the war. Reperts from these 
places state that a large number of In- 
dians are joining in the war dance. 
Two troops of the United States Cavalry 
which passed through here yesterday, 
are en route to the Pawnee reservation 
to quell the disturbance.

ASOFT ANSWER 


Salisbury’s Note as Regarded 
| at Washington. 


The President Pleased With the 
Premier’s Changed Tone. 


The Arbitration Treaty Will Probe 
ably be Ratified Today. 


Senators Already Considering the Queg- 
tion of Damages to be Awarded— 
The Dispute Now in a Fair 
Way to Settſbment.

WASHINGTON, March 28.—[By the As- 


sociated Press.] It is said on good 
authority that the President and his 
Cabinet are well pleased with the con- 
ciliatory tone of Lord Salisbury’s note 
of the 26th inst.. and especially as it 
is held to concede the point that has 
been the principal bone of contention, 
the renewal of the modus vivendt of 
last year for the protection of the seal 
fisheries. This alleged concession ig 
believed to be implied in his propost- 
tion toagree to a modus in case the 
treaty of arbitration is ratified under 
the condition that each government 
shall guarantee the other the das- 
ges incnrred through the suspension 
of sealing operations. One official 
who has been consulted by the Presi- 
dent in regard to the negotiations, 
said that he was pleased with Lord 
Salisbury’s admission that Great Brit- 
ain would hold herself liable for the 
damage resulting to the United States 
inthe event that the verdict of the 
arbiters is adverse to England. 

It is said that, taking it altogether, 
Lord Salisbury’s note is satisfactory as 
indicating a good prospect for an am- 
cable settlement of the questions at 
issue. Further correspondence will be 
necessary to settle the method of de- 
termining the character of d 


claims. 


WELL RECEIVED. 


The President and Senate Pleased * 
Salisbury's Note. 


Wasninotox, March 28.—[By the 4 
sociated Press. 1 Lord Salisbury's last 
communication to the President, stat - 
ing the grounds upon which he consents 
to the new modus  vivendi, was 
laid before the Senate this afternoon. 
In transmitting the paper to the Senate 
the President added to the formal letter 
the statement that Salisbury’s reply 
was very satisfactory aud he was pre- 
paring a Suitable response. The c 
acter of this response was indicated 
briefly in the President's letter as being 
a substantial acceptance of Lord Salis- 
bury’s tender, with a few, modifications 
that doubtless would be arranged with- 
out difficulty. 

There can be no question that the re- 
ception of the communication has 
largely removed any doubt of 2 
action of the Senate upon the trea 
and, in fact, when an adjournment 
had it was the general belief that the 
treaty would be ratified tomorrow. 
Much of the debate today was devoted 
to the question of damages that might 
be awarded by the afbitrators for or 
against this country. 

Senator George took a prominent part 
in discussing this point, and, fortified 
by a number of authorities, proceeded 
to address the Senate at length, the 
newest feature in the speech * eu- 
logistic reference to President 
son’s attitude in the negotiations. 

No specific prediction as to the

March 28.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The correspon- 
dence on the Bering Sea questien, 
printed here this morning, shows that 
Salisbury wrote Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
February 27, that he could not admit 
the correctness of Blaine’s statement 
that England was responsible for the 
delay in settling the sealing dispute. 
He says that the modus vivendt was 
granted last year to prevent the entire 
destruction of the seals, but his govern- 
ment d es not think such a measure 
necessary this year. Continuing, he 
says:

inducing them to leave the vessel, were 
brought up yesterday morning and 
lodged in jail, making. nine in all. In 
the afternoon the whole party were 
taken before United States Commis- 
sioner Van Dyke for examination. As 
a result the mutiny charge was dis. 
missed, but they were held in $2000 
bail each for conspiracy to detain the 
vessel, in default of which they were 
remanded to the County Jail. 

Twelve men belonging to the crew of 
non-union’ sailors who were brought 
from San Francisco to replace the dis 
charged union crew of the'ship America, 
and who were arrestedat San Pedro for 
deserting the-ship, were tried before 
Justice Sweet Saturday. and as soon as 
it was ascertained that none of the men 
wanted to go in the shipCapt. Harding, 
the master of the vessel, asked the 
court to dismiss the charge, which was 
accordingly done, and all hands turned 
loose. 

No attempt was made to resume the 
work of ballasting the America yester- 
day, owing to the weather, the wind 
aimost blowing a gale. An effort will 
be made, however, to continue the work 
as soon as the wind moderates, in which 
case, if men cannot be secured there, 
they will be sent down from Los Ange- 
les, when it is expected that there may 
be some trouble, unless sufficient force 
is sent down to protect them. 


Serious Runaway. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
serious runaway took place on North 
Main street. A Mr. Chase and his 
daughter and Bowman, the boy preacher 
of East Los Angeles, were out driving 
behing adouble team. The horses be- 
came frightened and ran away. When 
they reached the Baker Block they ran 
on the sidewalk and the wagon was cap- 
sized. The whole party fell under the 
wagon and were dragged 100 feet. 
Mr. Chase and his daughter escaped in- 
jury, but Rev. Bowman was consider- 
ably bruised up and had his left leg 
fractured. Odzers Smith ani Conley 
stopped the horses in time to save the 
lives of the whole party. Dr. Choate 
dressed Mr. Bowman's wounds.

Afternoon Session. 

The Council met at 2:15 o'clock with 
President Bonsall in the chair and a 
quorum present, when the special or- 
der for 2 o’clock, the hearing of pro- 
tests against the allowance of the com- 
pensation charged by the commission- 
ers for the widening of Seventh street 
was called up. 

The protest of G. A. Dobinson and 
others, as heretofore published in Tur 
Times, showing that the expenses had 
been increased 8781.05, was read, also 
protests of S. C. Foy, Dolores C. Jackson, 
J. B. Lankershim, Isaac Norton and G. 
Pellissier, objecting to the confirmation 
of the report for various reasons, among 
them thatthe damages and benents 
have not been equitably assessed and 
that the work has not been properly 
performed. 

G. A. Dobinson first addressed the 
Council at some length on the protest 
filed by himself and others, stating that 
the protest was directed solely against 
the excessive charges made by the com- 
missioners, which they asked to be re- 
duced, as the Council hada right to do 
under the law. 

G. Pellissier objected to the report of 
the commissioners on the ground that 
he had only been allowed about 60 per 
cent. of the value of his improvements 
which had been taken. 

The attorney for J. B, Lankershim, 
Henry O' Melveny, objected to the re- 
port for the reason that he had not 
been allowed a fair amount for the im- 
1 taken, and, further, that 
his property had been undervalued 
in the awarding of benefits. , 

Frank Finlayson, attorney for Dolo- 
res C. Jackson, objected to the report 
for the reason thatten feetof ground 
had been taken for which no compensa- 
tion had been given. 

John Jones, as attorney for S., C. Foy, 
objected to the report for the reason 
that the expenses were entirely too 
high, and the award for damages inade- 
quate, beside which the awards and as- 
sessments had not been adjusted equit- 
ably. 

No further protestants desiring to 
speak, Councilman Nickell moved that 
the hearing of the protests be deferred 
for one Week, and that in the mean- 
time the case be investigated by the 
Board of Public Works. 

Frank C. Wood stated that he desired 
to see the street opened, and hoped no 
action would be taken that would stop 
matters.

The matter of the nuisance caused by 
a carpet beati..g establishment at Belle- 
vue avenue and Centennial street was 
called up by Councilman Innes, and re- 
ferred to the Health Officer for immedi- 
ate action. | 

An ordinance of intention for the im- 
provement of Primrose avenue, from 
Pasadena avenue to Johnson street, 
passed under suspension of the rules. 

PARK MATTERS. 

Councilman Rees moved that whereas 
the Ceuncil had recommended certain 
expenditures for the parks, and the 
money appropriated was not sufficient 
for the purposes outlined, $5000 be 
transferred from the salary fundto the 
park fund to carry out these plans. 

Councilman Rees briefly explained 
that the Park Commissioners had stated 
that with $5000 they could build the 
Elysian Park road, and also carry out 
the plans of the Council. 

Councilman McGarry favored the 
$2000 for the Elysian Park, but he 
could not understand what the other 
$8000 was for. He wanted to under- 
stand this matter. 

Councilman Tufts objected to spend- 
ing $2000 for what he termed a burro 
trail over the hills of Elysian Park. In 
the first place, the city did not have 
the money to spend for this purpose, 
but if the money must be spent let it 
go into Westlake and East Side parks, 
and finish them up.

Ex-Gov. Newton Boots is dying at 
hishome in Sacramento from cancer, 
superinduced by excessive drinking and 
smoking. He was accounted, in his 
day, one of the brightest and most pop- 
ular men who ever figured in California 
politics. While occupying the Gov- 
ernor’s seat he was elected to the 
United States Senate and from the 
latter position he dropped into dissipa- 
tion and obscurity. 


Tun Senate has passed a bill appro- 
priating $18,750,000 for the improve- 
ment of the navigation of the Missis- 
sippi River and the protection of bot- 
tom lands from overflow. It has also 
passed a bill appropriating $1,745,816 
for the completion of the canal and 
locks at the Cascades of the Columbia 
River, Oregon. Also a bill appropriat- 
ing $2,860,356 for the construction of 
a boat railway across certain obstruc- 
tions in the Columbia River. Mean- 
while, San Pedro harbor is to come in 
for the munificent sum of $20,000. 


ANOTHER “cold snap’’ seems to be 
upon us. There was a decided frost 
Sunday night in many portions of the 
Los Angeles Valley. Deciduous trees 
in full bloom or with the fruit just 
setting are caught ina bad plight and 
the fruit crop has undoubtedly suffered 
some damage. How much this damage 
is we have no means of knowing until 
there are further developments. The 
general storm mévement which Foster 
predicted for the 28th seems to be upon 
us. In some of the upper portions of 
the State there was quite a fall of 
snow on Sunday, and, in other portions, 
rain. It will probably be several days 


de fore we may safely consider that our 


frult crop is out of harm's way. 


RESIDENTS in the western hills will 
join most heartily in the recommenda- 
tion of the Health Officer that the Citi- 
zens’ Water Company should be required 
to fence its supply ditch so as to keep 
out the cattle, which now have free ac- 
cess to it. They will also join in the sug- 
gestion that, if there are any corrals or 
pig-pens drained into the ditch, they be 


removed, or conduits dug to take the 


drainage elsewhere. For several years 
past the water furnished by the Citizens’ 
Water Company has been abominable. 
Many consumers do not think of using 
it until it has been boiled and filtered 
to remove the impurities. Others buy 
Poland Rock water by the jug for drink- 
ing purposes. During the summer the 
hvdrant water is especially bad, and, 
now that the season is approaching, it 
stands the people in hand to inaugurate 
any reforms that will impure it. The 
quality can never be first-class as long 
as the supply is brought through miles 
ofopen ditch, subject to all sorts of 
contamination. The only sovereign 
remedy is a newsystem of water works. 


Spain is seriously considering the 
subject of Cuban reciprocity with this 
country. It is declared in debate upon 
the question of ratifying the Cuban 
treaty that the admission of Cuban 
sugars on a level with the products of 
other countries constitutes no favor. 
It is. of course, easily shown by those 
in favor of the treaty that the preser- 
vation to Cuba of the markets of the 
United Seates has been almost the sal- 
vation of the Cuban planters. The op- 
position is supposed to be ina measure 
the result of feeling in behalf of Chile. 
Cuba, the party most concerned, has 
very little to say inthe matter. She is 
in a position that makes it necessary to 
have her affairs decided for her across 
the ocean. The ratification of the 
treaty is not considered doubtful, but 
it is to be hoped that Spain will not 
add to the list of unfriendly manifesta- 
tions that have recently confronted 
this country. 7 


AS THROWING some interesting light 
upon the free ship’’ question, which is 
coming up again in Congress, the testi- 
mony of the surviving officers and sea- 
men of the British ship Invertrossachs 
is pertinent.

: Iron and Silver. 

At one period of the world's history 
iron was a money metal. The Lacedæ- 
monians and several contemporary peo- 
ples coinedit. Whether it became too 
cheap and plentiful, whether the rich 
people combinedagainst it and finally 
ruled it out, or whether it passed away 
with other customs of its time, is not 
very definitely stated. But its use as 
coin was certainly discarded. Nations 
which have since flourished have used 
shells, leather, copper, tin, lead, nickel, 
aluminum, paper, land, slaves, cattle, 
silve?, gold and almost anything that 
came handy as a circulating medium. 
but we have no authentic record of a re- 
turn to iron. 2 

There is no question that any nation 
possessed of resources and credit might 
adopt iron as its coin metal, and, by pro- 
tecting its stamp from counterfeit; by 
making its money a legal tender by law; 
by accepting it in payment of duties 
and taxes, and, finally, by making it re- 
deemable in something else of value, 
would be able to introduce it as a circu- 
lating medium. 

Aristotle says of money that it ex- 
ists not by nature, but by law.“ The 
value of any coin metal, as coin, is 
purely a matter of arbitrary determi- 
nation. Intrinsically, what is there in 
gold to make it any more valuable than 
silver or zinc orleadorsteel? In truth. 
gold is, intrinsically, less valuable than 
the metals just enumerated. It is only 
because the world has come to a com- 
mon understanding that gold and silver 
are precious metals.“ adaptable to 
coinage purposes, that they rank in 
value so high above other metals of like 
plentitude. 


It seems now that silver is in great 


danger of losing this hold upon the 


commercial world and relapsing intoa 
mere commodity. If this occurs its 
value will te determined simply by the 
demand for itinthe arts and by the 
plentitude of supply. It will then go 
the way of iron among the Lacedzmon- 
ians. 

Is the civilized world ready to dis- 
card the larger half of its coin medium 
and resort to gold as its sole standard 
and representative of value? We can- 
not bring ourselves to think so. The 
business of the commercial world is 
constantly enlarging and demands an 
extended, not a contracted, circulating 
medium. Tosuddenly reduce this me- 
dium by more than half means to pre- 
cipitate wholesale disaster. It means 
the enhancement of the single standard 
retained by depreciating every other 
form of property. It means that the 
middle classes must be forced down into 
poverty and the poorer classes into beg- 
gary. It means that the present pos- 
sessors of gold in quantities shall be 
made veritable nabobs, owning the 
earth and the fullness thereof. 

Many people look upon the present 
struggle of the silver cause in Congress 
with comparative indifference, think- 
ing that-it is a mere struggle of self-in- 
terest between the owners of silver 
mines and the rest of the world. But 
they are sadly mistaken. It is the 
struggle of democracy against plutoc- 
racy. Weare making history faster 
than we think. 


Appearances now indicate that the 
silver bill pending before Congress will 
be defeated. While there are friends 
of silver in both parties, neither party 
has taken it up as a decided issue. 
Many Democrats are trying to shirk the 
issue, because they are afraid of ex- 
citing the hostility of the goldbugs of 
the East. Even if the bill should pass 
the lower house, its fate in the Senate 
would be uncertain, and it would be 
sure of encountering a veto from the 
President. So it seems that the cause 
of silver is a forlorn hope at best, and 
if it goes down now there is no chance 
for it unless the people of the country 
may be sufficiently aroused to its impor- 
tance to agitate it thoroughly, make a 
party issue of it, and carry it forward 
to eventual success. 

If such a reaction does not occur it 
is morally certain that the monomet- 


alists will continue their aggressive 


measures, and they will never cease 
until they shall have deposed silver 
entirely as a coin metal. Then, if 
there is not some other circulating 
medium put forth to supply its place, 
look out for the crash. The rich will 
become richer and the poor poorer on 
such a rapidly-sliding scale that the 
masses will stand aghast at the result. 

And then, fifty or 100 years hence, 
when silver shall have tak-4n its place 
with iron, and gold alone is recognized 
as a money metal, what is to prevent 
another movement, inaugurated by the 
greatest nabobs, to swallow up the 
lesser nabobs? Why not then a move- 
ment to demonetize gold? It would be 
just as consistent as the present move- 
ment to demonetize silver. The very 


wealthiest might say that thencefor. 


ward they would be satisfied with noth- 
ing short of diamonds. 


We do not believe that matters will | 
ever come to such a pass as that, but 
‘wecite it merely to show what the 


tendency pointsto. Before that time 
the common people will have realized 
what a trap they have been led into and 
there will be a readjustment of things 
by revolution, if no better way is avail- 
able. 

It is the worst of pities that the 
United Sta es should have been inocu- 
lated with this virus of plutocracy, 
brought over from England. It is a 
scheme of repression inaugurated by a 
people who have reduced their own 
laboring classes to the verge of beggary 
and desperation, and who are now 
reaching out for more worlds to con- 
quer. Inthis country it is against the 
spirit of democracy—against the wel- 
fate of the common . people—against 
the fundamental principles of our 
Government. The cause of silver is 
the people’s cause, 


Bowers on Silver. 

In his speech before Congress on the 
238d inst., in advocacy of the Bland sil- 
ver bill, Representative Bowers is re- 
ported by the Associated Press as thus 
proclaiming himself: 

The attempttoarray the two great par- 
ties one for and the other against free 
coinage, as they are one for and the other 
against the tariff.is a failure. It is nota 
party question. The leading Republican 
paper of the Pacific Coast, the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle, which has no rival in itsin- 
fluence with the party on the western shore 
of this continent, and which is the peer of 
any paper anywhere, advocates free silver. 
The next Republican paper of influence, 
THE Los ANGELES TIMES, published in the 
district Ihave the honor to represent, is 
for free silver. 

Again he said: 

The right to think for one’s self is one of 
the glorious privileges of a republican. 
form of government, and I insist that 
I have as large a right to judge 
and determine my duty asa Republican as 
any one has to judge and determine it for 
me. I do not assume tospeak for the Re- 
publican party, but for myself as a repre- 
sentative, as seems to me best and for those 
measures that I deem best, not only for my 
district, but the whole country. 


We believe that Mr. Bowers is right 
on the silver question, and we give him 
credit for declaring. his position in a 
very straightforward and independent 
way. 


Tux Valley Union, of Murrieta, San 
Diego county, has the right stuff in it. 
When the recent crooked bond propo- 
sition was up the Union opposed it with 
vigor, notwithstanding the fact that it 
was approached by a tool of the bond 
schemers and offered a bribe to support 
the measure. Recently the Union 
sent in a bill of $22.50 for work 
done for the county, and the 
Supervisors cut it down to $11.50—less 
than thecost of the white paper and 
the binding, to say nothing of the labor 
performed. The Union calls this an 
eleven dollar revenge,“ and says: We 
are still away abead in the game. The 
satisfaction of knowing that we did all 
in our power to knock out their pet 
scheme is worth to us just eleven dol- 
lars a minute.’’ 


Tue New York Evening Post, a strong 
Cleveland paper, has been sued for libel 
by a Tammany Sachem whom it accused 
of fixing juries, andin return it gives 
its opinion of Tammany in very plain 
terms. After denying that it is a polit- 
ical organization it says: It is an or- 
ganization of vice and ignorance for 
private gain. Its chiefs have no ideas 
or knowledge about public policy. 
What they are engaged in is seeing how 
much money from any source they can 
put in their pockets without having to 
go to jail.“ Let no Republican organi- 
zation pattern after Tammany.

Personal Property of Non-residents Must 
be Assessed, 

City Assessor Hinton on Saturday re- 
ceived the following le.ter from Col. 
Blanton Duncan, which was referred to 
the City Attorney for an opinion: 

Oity Assexsor J. N. Hinton: I am a citizen 
of Kentucky, temporarily sojourning in 
Los Angeles, Chictly. toren of my 
wife, anu temporarfiy Sechpyiht ‘a ‘rented 
house. I have no real estate here and ani 
not an inhabitant“ to be taxed. I pay my 
taxes in Kentucky and own ‘my homestead 
there. The only taxes I have been liable 
for were license to attempt to give the 
citizens a cheap food in oysters, in which I 
appear to have failed, but I paid that 
license. I may be here a month or more, as 
it suits me. If the city taxes sojourners 
and visitots for health or pleagure, who are 
not inhabitants, and that can be shown me, 
I will move out. You will observe that I 
cannot be called upon to’ assist the city 
when I could have no claim to assistance— 
‘“inhabitancy, permanent or legal resi- 
dence in a town, city ox parish: or the 
domiciliation which the law requires to en- 
title a pauper to demand support from the 
town, city or parish in which he lives, 
which subjects a town to support a person, 
if a pauper.”’ 

If Mr. McFarland thinks that as a visitor 
I should be assessed and pay taxes here, I 
will seeyhim on the subject, and if he is 
correct in his law I will go home,

J. W. Hinton, Esq., City Assessur—DEAR 
Sin: In answer to your question as to 
whether or not you could list for taxation 
the personal property of Col. Blanton Dun- 
can, who claims to be a resident of Ken- 
tucky and not an inhabitant of the city of 
Los Angeles, but temporarily sojourning 
here, I reply: 

That you will have to ascertain for your- 
self the residence of Col. Duncan. If he is 
a non-resident you cannot list to him any 
intangible property, such as credits or 
choses in action, but if you should find an 
tangible personal property, such as furni- 
ture and other chattels, in this city, you can 
list such property even if he is a non-resi- 
dent if it belonged to Col. Blanton Duncan 
on the first Monday in March. The law 
makes it your duty to list all such property 
found within your jurisdiction whether the 
owner be a non;resident or not.

Powder Works Blown to Atoms 
Near Pinole. 


Traffic Manager Leeds Snubbed by 
the Railroad Commissioners. 


Colgan’s Clerks Kept Busy Figuring’

An Eastern Capitalist’s Plans Regarding 
the Temescal Tin Mines—Shocking 
Accident at Stockton—Murder 
Case Postponed.

Pinxo_e, March 28.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] An explosion occurred at 
the California powder works this morn- 
ing, entirely destroying the nitro- 
glycerine mixing honse. All the build- 
ings of the works were damaged more 
or less. The cause was the overheat- 
ing of one of the heaters. Four thou- 
sand five hundred pounds of nitro- 
glycerine were destroyed. Four men 
were at work in the building and when 
the foreman saw that there was no 
possibility of preventing the accident 
he, gave the alarm to his fellow-men 
and they made good their escape. 

The shock was felt for miles around 
and soon messengers came pouring in 
trom all directions, making inquiry 
either for friends or relatives who were 
at work for the powder company. The 
= loss of property will reach $20,- 

The Oregon express was just round- 
ing the curve when the explosion took 
place and the passengers jumped to 
their feet and thought dynamiters were 
at work. Pieces of the destroyed 
building were picked up two miles dis- 
tant.

Much-needed Lesson Administered 
to Amos Abbott. 


Judge Smith 


nA Must Pay $400 or Spend 200 
| Days in Jail. 


A Wl Disobedience of the Process of 
jaw Sammariiy Punished — Jus- 
tlee Must Not be Trified 
With—His Remarks. 


The hearing of the contempt proceed- 
ings against Amos Abbott was resumed 
pefore Judge Smith in Department One 
esterday morning.| Amos, it will de 
emembered, was arrested some months 
yo, together with Albeit Asevado and 
is brother, George Abbott, for the bur- 
lary of aChinese drugstore on Mar- 
hessault street. He was, however, ac- 
witted, and the jury disagreed upon the 
rst trial of his brother, while Asevado 
as convicted. On Friday, the 18th 
bst., Amos was subpcenaed by Deputy 
heriff McIntyre, but when the case 
gainst his brother, George, came up 
pr trial on the 21st inst., the defend- 
nt’s ccunsel, C. C. 1 Esq., 
hade a vigorous effort to obtain a con- 
nuance, presumably with the idea of 
aiting for the decision of the Supreme 
oprt in the Asevado case. In support 
f this motion an affidavit was filed to 
he effect that Amos, a material wit- 
bess for the defense, was out 
pf the city. Amos's testimony on 
he former trial having been tran- 
Bcribed the Court promised to allow 
t to go in, but to this Attorney 
Stephens objected vigorously and in- 
isted upon a continuance, which was 
efused. The District Attorney, upon 
earning that Amos had hired out as 
sheep herder to Oscar Macy 
mand was tending a flock of sheep 
bn the Island of San Clemente, 
Bbtained the consent of the 
fof Supervisors to spend a little money 
in bringing him back, and on Monday 
night Deputy Sheriff Anderson left San 
Pedro in a tug, especially chartered for 
the purpose, and steamed over to the 
island, where he arrested the default- 
ing witness and brought him back. He 
was cited to appear and show cause 
why he should not be punished for con- 
tempt of court in having disobeyed the 
rocess of the court, and on ‘Thursday 
ast he appeared before Judge Smith 
and stated that he went over to the isl- 
and because he had been threatened 
with arrest if he did not do so, as he 
had drawn down $10 of his wages in 
advance. This, however, was denied 
emphatically by S. C. Hubbell, Esq. the 
agent for Oscar Macy. Yesterday 
morning Deputy Sheriff McIntyre tes- 
fified to having served Amos with the 
subpoena on Friday evening, the 18th 
inst. The defendant and his wife, 
Georgie Abbott, then testified as to 
their,family being destitute and need- 
ing the money which he was to receive 
for working on the island. Amos, in 
response to questions put by the court, 
denied that C. C. Stephens, Esq., his 
brother's attorney, knew anything 
about his going away, and insisted that 
he went of his own volition. At 
the close of the testimony C. C. Steph- 
ens, Esq., suggested tothe court in 
mitigation of the offense that the fam- 
ily of Amos Abbott was absolutely des- 
titute and made a brief but eloquent 
a} pea: for leaiency, after which Judge 
Smith said: 
There fs uo doubt about that in the mind 
ot the court. That is the saddest part of 
the whole business; itis tue worst feature 
in most of these matters where the law ar- 
rests parties in their wrong-doing that 
they have wives or little children dependent 
upon them;“unfortunately. But this is al. 
the more reason why they should behave 
themselves. 

Now; Icannot help thinking that you, 
Amos Abbott, went off for the very purpose 
of laying a foundation for a continuance of 
your brother’s case. If this had been 
‘Simply 4 Matter upon your part ol wanting 
a littie money, and ypu had taken chances 
on the court sending after you, no person 
would have gone further towards the 
merciful side of the question than I. At 
the game time I would not have allowed any 
disobedience of the process of this court, 
and it cannot and will not be tolerated. 

You. were subpoenaed on Friday after- 
noon. The trial of your brother's case was 
coming up on the following Monday. There 
had been one trial and you were here as a 
witness, and knew all about it. You cer- 
tainly ought to take a natural interest in 
your brother's case, and it would seem to be 
an extraordinary proposition of itself (yet 
it might occur) that you would allow the 
trial to goon and not give him the benetit 
of your testimony. The evidence in the 
former trial had all been taken in sbort- 
hand, and the court proposed to give the 
defendant the benefit of it, but counsel re- 
fused to accept that and insisted upon a 
continuauce, filing an amdavit based upon 
your absence. | 

Putting these things all together I cannot 
shut my eyes to the tact that there was an 
understanding that you should go away 
and that your absence should be made the 
basis for a continuance of the case. Re- 
@arding it thus, it is a most serious propo- 
sition. If the time has come in the history 
of our jurisprudence in Southern Califor- 
nia when this kind of thing can be perpe- 
trated and passed off upon the courts it is 
about time to call a halt. I dislike to be se- 
vere; how much you cannot know; but 1 
win permit no man, nor set of men, to trifle 
with the process of this court. 

1 es ge ap the fact that an attorney 
should. take ap interest in his client's case, 
and that the field is open for the use of all 
honorable means for its presentation in the 
best possible light—all honorable means. 
That is his right, but beyond that an attor- 
is not called upon togo.

THE ALLIANCE AND BANKs. 


Business Cannot be Transacted With 
a Wheat Currency, 


Nor Can We Go Back to the Iron M 
of Lycargas—A Brief Financial 
‘Treatise by Judge R. M. 
Widney, 


Banking with proper limitations and 
safeguards is a necessity in modern civ- 
ilization. The affairs of society can- 
not be conducted without it. None of 
the financial schemes proposed by the 
Alliances will furnish a substitute or 
even meet the wants and necessities of 
the farmers alone. 

They provide no available method for 
short-time joans. A load through the 
sub-treasury implies a crop of corn, to- 
bacco, cotton, etc., planted, cultivated, 
harvested and stored. But where under 
this system will the farmer get a sixty 
or ninety-day loan to use while planting 
or harvesting his crop? He cannot 
pledge his growing crop to the sub- 
treasury, and cannot get a commercial 
loan of the sub-treasury prior to the 
deposit of the harvested crop. , 

The land loan scheme will not mee 
the case for these short loans. All 
tenant farmers would be out. The cost 
of a smail short loan on land would 
make the interest really reach 10 per 
cent. or more in cost of abstract, filing, 
papers, release, etc. 

Again, fruit-farmers and stock-rais- 
ers could get no loans from the sub- 
treasury. In fact, none of the rural 
population except those raising a few 
specified products could store them and 
getaloan. What would be the result? 
Every farmer would raise those prod- 
ucts, overproduction would glut the mar- 
ket and the market price of those arti- 
cles would fall so low that the loan ob- 
tained thereon from the sub-treasury 
would not pay the cost of production. 

A greater evil would be wrought 
against all merchants and manu- 
facturers by destroving all bank- 


ing systems. Merchants buy goods 
with an agreement that if paid 
for in thirty or sixty days’ time 


+-there shall be a discount of 10 percent. 


orover. If the merchant can borrow 
for thirty or sixty days of a bank he 
saves this 10 per cent. on all sales for 
the thirty to sixty days. Ina year’s 
time this aggregates about 40 per cent, 
on sales. The farmer and all&purchas- 
ers from stores get the benefit of this 
discount. If there were no banks these 
short loans could not be had, and the 
extra 10 per cent. would have to be 
paid by the consumer. 

The merchant might refuse credit 
and force his customers to pay cash. 
But here the farmer would again suf- 
fer. He now runs his bills at the store 
ard is carried until after crops are 
harvested and sold. Why? Because 
the bank carries the merchant with 
short loans in the meantime, without 
land or other security, except his hon- 
esty and business ability. In this’ way 
by the banking system the farmer gets, 
as the basis of his credit, that vast se- 
curity known as business credit, based 
on the honesty and ability of the mer- 
chant. | 

Where do the Alliances provide to 
utilize this security in any of their sys- 
tems? They propose to destroy it. 
Their plan against banks should be de- 
nominated A plan to destroy certain 
securities and raise prices. 

Again, the manufacturing industries 
are compelled to utilize their commer- 
cial credit with banks for short loans. 

To illustrate: The manufacturers of 
agricultural implements foresee that 
next year will be one of great farming 
industry; that the demand for all 
farming machinery will be very great, 
They must manufacture the supply be- 
forehand to have it ready. This in- 
volves the use of millions of dollars in 
small sums as needed to pay for ma- 
terial and to pay for daily labor. 

All these costs must be carried by the 
manufacturer until he sells his stock of 
goods. The banks loan him money on 
thirty, sixty and ninety days’ time on 
his honesty and ability as security. 
This security is not available in any Al- 
liance plan, and is impracticable except 
under the banking scheme. Why? 
Because the individual banker, as a 
fundamental part of his business, makes 
it hisduty to become personally and 
socially acquainted with the character 
of the man, and from his long acquaint- 
ance risks these loans. 

Strike this out under the Alliance 
schemes, and all farming machinery

Their 2 per cent. sub-treasury loans 
would never make them even on this 
loss. 
better still, broaden your views of jus- 
tice and right, and not try to cinch 
others. 

We are all in the same body politic, 
and when any one does any cinching 
he of necessity cinches himself or one 
of the body politic so cinched. 

Had it not been for the banks during 
the past twenty years collecting the 
revenue money and loaning it to the 
community the whole country would 
today be financially paralyzed. 

Scatter the money now in banks back 
into the hands of its private »wners, 
and there would not be $1 to loan 
where there are now hundreds. Why? 
For many reasons. The money would 
be in too small sums in the hands of 
the owners. It would be impossible to 
find all the owners. They are so scat- 
tered that they are not generally well 
enough acquainted with the honesty 
and ability of the borrowers to loan on 
individual security. 

Destroy the banks and every owner 
of money would be the unprotected vic- 
tim of yobbery. 

He would have to do as of old—secrete 


‘his money in some hole in the ground 


or secret drawer in his house. He 
would wake up in the night only 
to see masked faces and the 
deadly ‘knife. He would walk out 
bound and gagged. and under the influ- 
ence of a slow fire roasting his feet or 
other torture he would disclose the se- 
cret place of his stored money. If the 
robbers feared that he could identify 
them his friends would find his body 
with throat cut from ear to ear. Dead 
men tell no tales.“ The closing com- 
ment of bystanders would be, ‘‘Why did 
not the old fool put his money in some 
bank!“ Why? Because the Alliance 
killed off all the banks. 

lrememberin my boyhood days in 
the West, before banks were available. 
that the foregoing were not unusual oc- 
currences. Manyatime have I heard 
these stories recounted around my 
father’s farmhouse fireplace until ter- 
ror would pervade the entire group. 

Millions of dollars have been spent in 
perfecting banking safes and vaults 
against robbers. Millions are today in- 
vested by banks in their appliances for 
safety. 

Will the farmers, when banks are de- 
stroyed, each erect his fire-proof vault 
and ouy his burglar-proof safe to store 
his money? A good burglar-proof safe 
costs as much as an ordinary farm; from 
$2500 to $10,000. Many banks have 
as high as $100,000 invested in such 
appliances, asum large enough to buy 
a whole ranch. . 

Again, these banks can only be safe in 
cities. If located in the country or small 
communities they are no protection 
against being held up.“ as has been 
the case with many Western or frontier 
banks. One bank iu New Mexico today 
is a bullet proof arsenal. so arranged 
that only one customer at a time can 
get access to the counter, at a spot 
where he is under cover of a Winches- 
ter, shotgun and revolver. 

Farmers. with the banks killed off; 
and their stockings full of gold or green- 
backs. would have about as much show 
under such conditions as the famous 
feather would have in the regions of 
eternal fire. 

It seems incredible that intelligent 
people could be led into such a danger- 
ous error as to demand the destruction 
of a proper banking system. It evokes 
the suspicion that some of the lcaders 
of the Alliances are either ignorant or 
that, in hope of being elected to office, 
they cater to a thoughtless demand of 
the people. Ineither event they are 
leading the Alliances into greater dan- 
gers than they are proposing to lead 
them out of. 

it is for the above, among other rea- 
sons, that Ihave provided a system of 
safe banking under national laws for 
the benefit of the people in my Pro- 
posed National Money System.“ It 
avoids the damaging powers of banks 
and preserves their beneficial elements, 
in the interest of all the people. I com- 
mend its study to the Alliances and rec- 
ommend that they refuse to be led into 
the financial *‘Crater of Petersburg’’ by 
leaders who tbhoughtlessly or otherwise 
would urge them on. 

Open your eyes and see what is just 
and right to all of your fellow-men as 
well as yourselves. 

Assert your Americanism and refuse 
to deliver yourself bound hand and foot 
by party pledges and traps to any set 
of leaders. Demand of your leaders 
that they study out an honest, just, 
complete, equitable, sufficient money 
system or abdicate as dangerous incom- 
petents. Legitimate banking, prop- 
erly guarded by law, is as rightfully 
one of the beneficial occupations of the 
people of this nation as farming. No 
class has a right to prohihit either. All 
classes have a right tosee that the laws 
are so framed as to perfect and perpet- 
uate the beneficial powers and uses, and 
to restrain the injurious powers and 
abuses of these or any other system of 
industry. The Alliances and trades 
unions are simply tritsts or combines. 
All trusts or combines should have their 
dangerous exercises of powers removed 
and allowed to live and operate so long 
as they used their powers for the com- 
mon good. The great motive power of 
the Alliance and its leaders and of Con- 
gressis justice to all. Let all aid in 
this solution of the question without 
fear or favor or selfishness. 

The error of the Alliances is para- 
lelled by a question asked me by an 
intelligent banker. He said, ‘‘Judge 
Widney, if your financial plan is 
adopted, and interest falls to 8 per 
cent., what will become of the banks? 
They cannot make expenses. The an- 
swer is: If this plan is adopted there 
will be at least three times the present 
volume of active circulation. The de- 
posits in banks will be ‘three times as 
large. The loans will be three times as 
numerous, There will be three times 
the number of borrowers at 8 per cent., 
and more than three times the present 
activity in all industries. Securities

The Water Supply Increased by 
N early 100 Inches. 


The Directors Inspect the New Work 
at Devil’s Gate. 


Do the People Want to Hear Emma 
Juch in Carmen? .

A party of water directors, composed of 
W. U. Masters and B. M. Watkyns, of the 
Pasadena Land and Water Company, and 
C. C. Brown, John Allin, F. D. Stevens and 
C. M. Parker, of the Lake Vineyard Com- 
pany, drove to Devil's Gate yesterday after- 
noon to inspect the operations there in 
progress looking to a material development 
of the present supply. 

The result of the visit was highly satis- 
A tunnel about six feet square has 
been dug in anortheasterly direction from 
what has heretofore constituted the chief 
source of the supply a distance of nearly 
300 feet. This has resulted in a surprising 
increase inthe supply, which a conserva- 
tive estimate places at from sixty toseventy 
miner's inches. Protected by rubber boots, 
rubber overcoats and rubber hats, the party 
made its way into the tunnel, walking ona 
plank in the center of a narrow-gauge road 
that extends along the line of operat.ons. 
Part of the way the plank is immersed in 
water, so strong is the issuing current. At 
a depth of about 200 feet a second tunne. 
has been started, running in a northwest- 
erly direction, which is expected to develop 
important results. 

A complete inspection of the work con- 
vinced all present that the water problem 
has been solved and thatan ample supply 
will be easily obtainable from this source 
to meet all the requirements of the town 
for vears to come. 

The work will be pushed steadily forward 
for some time yet.

An Interesting Open Meeting at Don 
Antonio Coronel's. 


The Session Devoted to Securing Data of 
the Women’s Clubs and Societies of 
Los A geles—Thirty Organi. 
zations Represented, 


It has been well said that this is a 
clubable age—particularly among the 
gentler sex. ‘You wouldn't believe that 
Los Angeles had thirty clubs and soci- 
eties, al! distinctively feminine, would 
It’s a fact though, and every one 
of those ladies’ organizations was rep- 
resented and a sketch of its history 
given last evening at the special open 
meeting of the Historical Society at Don 
Antonio Coronel’s. Why, judging from 
the number and personnel of the crowd 
present every woman in this city who 
lays the slightest claim to social recog- 
nition is a member of some club. 
There are charitable clubs, philan- 
thropic clubs, literary clubs, art clubs, 
collegiate clubs, musical clubs, com- 
mercial clubs, temperance clubs, and 
the Friday Morning Club. 

This idea of gathering them all to- 
gether originated in the brain ofa 
woman, too, Mrs. M. Burton William- 
son, one of the three active lady mem- 
bers of the Historical Society. She 
proposed to collect data of all the wo- 
men’s clubs and societies in Los An- 
geles to be preserved in the archives of 
the Historical Society. After the work 
of coliecting reports had begun it was 
suggested that an evening be set aside 
for a special meeting of the Historical 
Society and all these reportsread.

It is perhaps a well-known fact that 
there is a strong movement on foot to- 
ward the preservation of the old Mis- 
sions of Southern California. This 
movement originated with the Histor- 
ical Society. and an effort will be made 
at once to carry it into effect. The 
preservation of these historic land- 
marks is of the utmost impor- 
tance. not only from an artistic and his- 
torical sense, but from a—well—a finan- 
cial point of view. These old missions 
afford more attraction to tourists than 
our orange orcnards. America isn't 
noted particucularly as a country of 
ruins and antiquities anyway, and, 
therefore, what few relics she does 
possess in this line should be jealously 
guarded. The railroad companies will 
probably be sufficiently interested in 
their preservation to assist in this work, 
thousands of tourists every year visit the 
missions. 

C. P. Dorland last evening gave a 
most interesting talk on this subject il- 
lustrated by stereopticon views, An 
excursion to San Juan Capistrano was 
planned, and the outcome of this 
energetic movement on the part of the 
Historical Society will be watched with 
interest. ‘

Their testimony was to the ef- 
fect that the defendant on March 4 
last boarded an electric car crowded 
with passengers at the Arcade depot 
and was seen to pick the pocket of a 
lady and extract therefrom a purse con- 
taining $5, his hand ew | deftly hidden 
by a black overcoat which hung loosely 
on his wrist. Davis. who was arrested 
here fora similar offense on February 
20, 1891, but forfeited his $300 baila 
few days later, was recognized, and 
when he left the car at the Westmin- 
ster Hotel he was followed by a detect- 
ive and arrested. 

The defendant on taking the stand on 
his own behalf stoutly denied the accu- 
sation, and swore the purse was his 
own property, and his counsel, in ar- 
guing his case, made the point that the 
prosecution had failed to produce the 
woman who lost the purse. 

The jury, however, to whom the mat- 
ter was submitted at 4:80 o'clock, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, four minutes 
later, whereupon the Court ordered the 
defendant to appear for sentence on 
Thursday next.
